STOCKHOLM, July 16.—The tragic features of the Marathon race run 
yesterday, among which the moat tragic is the death of the Portuguese 
runner and the near-dying condition of the Bohemian, Slavik, another of 
the participants in the classic, makes the following statement of peculiar 
interest and weight: 
(By Johnny Hayes, the Winner of the 1908 Marathon.) 
STOCKHOLM, July 15.—In such terrific heat aa yesterday’s the Mara­ 
thon race is a disgrace to civilisation. 8eventy-flve men drove themselves 
into a state of insanity. Only thirty-five were ahle to finish, and the ma­ 
jority of them are demented. The temperature was nearly one hundred 
degrees. The stories of the sufferings of the runners and what they did in 
their deliriums, are too grewaome to tell. One la already dead and another 
Is dying. 
The American runners’ stamina is almost beyond belief. The 
South 
Africans are used to Bilch heat, and therefore are able to run strongly. The 
beat of the other runners were compelled to quit. Six miles from the fin­ 
ish Lilley, the American who had sprinted from 
twentieth 
to sixth 
place, began walking. With tears in his eyes, he begged the other contest­ 
ants to walk. McArthur, winner, frothed at the mouth like a mad dog. 
Gaston Strobino, who took third place and the man who is an Ameri­ 
can is a five-dollar a week mechanic of Paterson, N. J., He deserves more 
credit than the nation can give.

England has recently gone further 
than any other country in legislation 
for the protection of workingmen, wo­ 
men and children.

NEW OILING DEVICE BOTH 
ECONOMICAL AND EFFECTIVE 


(FROM THE RIVERSIDE PRE88.) 
Inventive genius ha* served to 
solve the problem of equal sud eco­ 
nomical distribution of oil In die sur­ 
facing of macadam streets. This new 
invention will at the aame time be a 
labor saving device, for now one man 
can now do an equal amount of work 
before accomplished by two. 
George D. Parker, of the Panier 
Machine works, la the inventor and 
patentee of this device, just placed In 
operation here. The first one to be 
put In actual nae was this week tried 
out on the roads In the third super­ 
visorial 
district, 
near 
Highgrove, 
where It baa been giving excellent 
■atlefaction. 
The device can be attached to any 
road oiler with little trouble. It con­ 
sists of a aeries of pumps, connected 
by sprockets and chain to the rear 
wheels of the vehicle. As the wagon 
moves, the pumps are aet In motion, 
and the oil la drawn from the tank at 
a rate governed by the speed of the 
wagon and the amount of oil desired 
for each square yard of surface. 
On the rear wheels of the wagon 
la fastened a four-foot sprocket. This 
is connected with the main shaft that 
in turn, by a cone gear, is In direct 
connection with a shaft from which 
eight rotary pumps are run. 
From the tank the oil 
Is drawn 
through a six-inch pipe into a perfor­ 
ated steel pipe pierced with quarter- 
Jnch holes five-eighths of an 
inch 
apart. 
By meant of a lever beside the seat 
the driver can throw the pumps In or 
out of gear aa dealred. He can also

the 865 gallon tank, Jerked from ald* 
to side aa they tugged up tho hill, but 
•till the black oil was spread uniform­ 
ly on the roadbed. 
At the half-mile mark tho remain­ 
ing contenu of the tank wort meas­ 
ured to deUrmine lf the oil was flow­ 
ing out at the correct rate. It was 
found to vary not a fraction of an inch 
In depth. 
While Mr. Parker obtained a patent 
on this machine, which is the first 
device of the kind to be pieced on tho 
market, over a year ago, as yet onljr 
the one has been manufactured. When 
the plana are completed the machines 
will be made here and undoubtedly 
will soon he In unlveraal nae.______

Here is no temporary emergency, but 
one of the crises in history, whose 
decisions affect the whole future. The 
Progressive aud Conservative parties 
are in process of formation. 
If this 
crisis were ailow’ed to go by default, 
the election of Wilson would estab­ 
lish lite Republican party i»erraanont- 
ly as the conservative 
party, 
and1

ment irrevocably to the Democratic 
party. 
It would end the long era of 
Republican supremacy, and usher in 
a confused era of 
Democratic-Pro-’ 
gressive supremacy.
